L The applicant hereby elects Group I: claims 36-65, drawn to a stent-graft. This 
part of the election is made without traverse. 

2. Further, the applicant elects the claims within Group I that are directed to 
Species 3 shown in Figure 3c, with graft 120 inside of stent 110. Accordingly, the elected claims 
are claims 36-55 and claims 58-65. This part of the election is made with traverse, on the 
grounds that allowable claims, relating to the broader category of stent grafts, read on several of 
the species.
